2. Icrdustry erpert$ have Mimated ihat 90% percent qf downed animals can be prevented with better care 
and handling. Removing the market,for downed animals willprovide and InceWve to itadustry to 
prevent downed animals in rhe first place; 
3. It is impnssible to mnv~ downed animals humanely, and they are typicallypushcd with tractors or 
dragged with chains--inhrrmawe processes rvhich cause i$uriEs ranging from bruises and abrasions, to 
broke* bones end tarrt ligamwrts; 
4. In addition to posing an increased risk for hactwial cQntaminaiivm, there is evidence that snma 
dowked artirnab may he czfflictod with a form of BS4 (Bovine Spnmg~form EraccphalopathJr nr ‘IMad 
Cow Diseasb7’), Q disease which has been linked to a.futal human illness (C.TD or CrsurZfeldt-Jakob 
Disease)): 
5. Animals who are loo sick or i+red even tn stand should not be allowed to enter the h&man food 
chain.
